AN Account in generall isatready ſent of the ſur- 
"X prizing and diſperſing of the muttnons Repi- 
ments at Burford a more partieular aecount thereof 
will alſo come from the Generall very ſhortly, yet 
thus mich in briefe. That a« they were ſurprized 
in the very nick of time (when at one day more 
would have given them opportunity to have joyned 
wirather Regiments : ſo it was very happy it was 
done wit ſi ſo little blood (hed ] there being but one of 
their party ſlaine (ho fougzht ĩt out to the laſt) and 

one of ours. | 

The firſt Horſe that entered the Town were thoſe 
under Col. Reynolds, the Dragoons uuder Col. Ole, 
ant Major g /ylburue, with the Euckinghamſhiredoeſe. 
The Generali brought up as a Reſerve hi- own Regi- 
mentiof Horſe; and Col. Scroop the Reare. Cap. Fiſher 
was ſent with a Troop of Horſe on the further fide oſ 
the Town; where he offtriagto charge two Troops: 
of the Enemy! (ho were likewiſe in a poſture to 
charge him, with their Swords drawn and Piſtols 
cockt) upon his advance, and offering them quarter 
if they would ſubmit to merey, they all ſubmitted 
but one, who diſcharged his Piſtoll, but did no hurt; 
(which two Troopes he brought to the Generall.) 
Cap. Packers Troop was very diligent, and this is ob- 
ſervable, that he had but one man who joyned with 
this party, yet he did engage himſelſe to his Captaine 
to be fauhfull, and it was his hap to take Col Eyresy 
who was very earneſt with him to let him goe, but be · 
cauſe of his engagement to his Captaine, be brought 
bim prifoner to the Generall. f 1 '

All that 
we defire (the ſearcher of hearts is our witneſſe) is 
char your Exce would call a Generall Coun- 
cell, accordingro ſoſemne engagement, to fit once 
in 14 daies at the leaſt, according to an Act made 
in the-Generall Councell at Patney. In the 
ment of this Councell acquieſc ing, we wil not refuſe 
to give account of our proceedings z and we will e- 
very man with | returne to our obedi- 
ence, and ſubmit to your Excellency and the judge- 
ment ofthe Councell, in all matters that concerne 
us as ſouldiers. This we beg earneſtly of your Ex- 
cellency to grant in teſpect of your duty to God, this 
Nat ion, and the Army; that we may thereby re- 
cover our peace, and procure the happineſſe of this 
Nation. Mhis is the deſite of our ſoules; if you de- 
ithrs we muſt lay at your doore all the miſery, 
bloudſhed, and ruinewhich will follow.
